living creatures, even the reptiles, must 
be born into another life. ‘This world, 
and all its creatures, are precisely What 
Giod meant to make them. ‘Incapable of 
feeling pain, we should feel’ pleasure no 
more than statues of marble. Incapa- 
ble of doing wrong, we should have ne 
free will and be bul automata, If there 
were DO Wrongs to suffer and redress and 
wtone for, no sorrows to bear and soothe, 
no faults to forgive and overlock, no jin- 
wrativudes to pardon, bo wants (o relieve, 
uo misery to pily, bo dangers to front

Further, many intelligent thinking 
persons stand aloof from christianity for 
a Whole lifetime, from a distaste to the 
irratioual—to say nothing of the unseri:- 
tural—pecifiarities about the mourners’ 
bench. 

Finally, those persons who are most 
yowerfully affected at the mourners’ 
pass sooner or Jater the 
pinacle of religious enthusiasm down to 
Bunyan’s “slough of despond;’’ they 
are all the while oscillating between the 
extremes of a high excitement anda 
dark and gloomy religious depression. 
It isfrom this class of converts who 
make feeling rather than a rationa! 
faith and hope, the criterion of christian 


fitness that the world is kept full of 
backsliders; the faithful, staid, sober 
element inall the clurches consists of 


those with whose conversion the mourn. 
ers’ bench excitement has had least to 
do, Whatthen shall we tell the peni 
tent believer to do in order tothe remis- 
sion of pastsins? Tne preachers tell him 
to go to the mourners’ bench or sone 
place of similar appointment ; the ap s- 
tles commanded such to submit to the 
ordinance of christian baptism, coupled 
With the promise that they should re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Spirit, and 
then admonished them to growin favor 
by a constant cultivation of those graces 
of head and heart, which go to make up 
christian life and character, and to look 
steadfastly to the eud—everlasting li‘. 


THEOLOGY BY A LAYMAN. 
Perhaps the thoughtful Christian may 
find some grainsof truth in the following 
guesses by a layman at matters which it 
is peculiarly the province of divines to 
expound, If the latter resent the intru- 
sion Into their domain, and will not ae- 
cept these guesses as explanations, they 
may at least tend to remove some dis- 
tressing doubts, which, as they have 
occurred to the writer, may often have 
occurred to some who will read his 
words:
